Alleghenies. If anyone has any doubt 
about the wisdom of "Seeing America 
First" the beautiful places pictured 
for thc president will remove it at 
once. 
Never befor e possibly, has there 


been assembled in any one place such 
an exhibition of what the middle west 
and west has to offer for summer va- 
cations. Certainly it is a pleasant sur- 
prise to those who have lived their 
lives along thc Atlantic ^seaboard of 
whom, of course. President Coolidge is 
perhaps typical. 
Mountain resorts, 


lake villas, country estates, in fact ev- 
ery sort of a summer paradise may be 
had by the president at almost any 
terms. The pride of sheltering the 
president Js evidently an enviable one. 
judging by the interest being taken in 
attempting to influence the president's 
final choice. 
Nearly every state has some selected 


spot which it. would like to have the 
president use. But while no selection 
has been made, It appears likely that 
the travel distance from Washington 
will be a dcterming factor. It is be- 
gining to be doubted whether Mr. Coo- 
lidge will wish to go more than 24 
hours from the national capital. This 
is taken to mean northern Wisconsin 
or Michigan, with the chances favor- 
ing the former. 


DISADVANTAGE OF WEST 


To go further west means moving 


the entire executive office and even 
then tho disadvantages being pointed 
out to the president by his staff will 
not bo entirely overcome. Thc presi- 
dent's signature is required on im- 
portant documents. There is a routine 
which cannot be delayed while the 
mails carry data back and forth for 
two or three days. After all most of 


• the government machinery keeps on 


functioning summer and winter ir- 
respective- of whether t he cabinet 
officers or the president happens to be 
away and tho chief executive cannot 
delegate the signing of his name on 
most of the documents which require 
that signature to make them imme- 
diately effective.

Tho president is seeking: ele- 
vation as well as a lake setting and he 
wants to be fairly accessible from thc 
railroad centers. 


Remarkable interest seems to have 


been stirred up by the announcement 
that tho president is going west this 
summer. The steamers to Europe arc 
reported crowded fur thc summer and 
western railroads arc making a drive 
for western travel hoping that thc 
example- of thc president will bo fol- 
lowed. 


Mr. Coolidse traveled through thc 


west when vice president, 
but has 


spent most of his life in thc 
cast.

Assembly Votes to Ask Con- 


gress to Consider Repeal 


at U. S. Convention 


Madison—(A>)—Repeal of tho 
eigh- 


teenth amendment, through a conven- 
tion of states called by congress, wa& 
asked Tuesday in the stato assembly 
with thc pasbasc of a resolution, 49 to 
32. 


The resolution asks congress to call 


thc convention for the purpose of pro- 
posing an amendment to the Un'ted 
States constitution repealing the "dry" 
law. Assemblyman George Tews, Mil- 
waukee, was tho author. Previously a 
motion to reject tho resolution was de- 
feated, 46 to 32. final action coming af- 
ter considerable debate. 


Preceding debate on the eighteenth 


amendment repeal. Assemblyman Hitt 
introduced a joint resolution asking 
that the education and public welfare 
committee of the senate and the edu- 
cation committee of thc assembly col- 
laborate on an investigation leading 
to elimination 
of "duplication 
and 


waste'' in the state normal school sys- 
tem. 


TOO MANY SCHOOLS 


The resolution pointed out that the 


school of education at the state uni- 
versity, Stout institute, nine normal 
schools and 22 high schools are offer- 
ing teachers' courses, that they are 
all under different branches of gov- 
ernmental supervision, that the num- 
ber has resulted in an over-supply of 
teachers in this state and has raised 
the cost of making- Badger teacher 50 
•per cent greater than in any other 
state. 


Thc Coleman bill, calling for label- 


ling of all stale-owned 
automobilps 


was passed by a vote of 6S to 12, af- 
ter its indefinite postponement" had 
been avoided by a. vote of 65 to, 13. Its 
passage .followed a brief debate, most 
of the argument on it .having- taken 
place "during1 earlier stages of its 'pasi' 
sage through the legislative machin- 
ery. The bill by the same author al- 
lowing establishment of local free em- 
ployment offices was also passed. 


PASS 13 MEASURES 


Thirteen measures were passed by 


the assembly Monday night, after the 
attorney general informed tho senate 
that its adjournment for three days a 
week ago did not cause premature 
sine die adjournment. 


In retaliation for the defeat at last 


Tuesday's election of tho proposed in- 
crease in legislators' salaries assem- 
blymen killed proposed increases for 
town assessors and for members of 
tax review boards. 


"The public has manifested a. desire 


for economy, so let us follow that pol- 
icy." said Assemblymen Budlong and 
Schauer. 


A bill by Assemblyman Coleman, 


Milwaukee. Socialist, calling for ex- 
tension of tho state insurance fund 
to permit risks on private property, 
was killed by a vote of 36 to 31. 


SENATE DELAYED 


Delayed by lengthy discussion re- 


lating to appropriations for "agricul- 
tural" associations, the senate was. 
unable to complete its overtime ses- 
sion postponing several major bills. 


Thc appropriation bill which struck 


a snag was one introduced by Senator 
Schuman, to strike out annual appro- 
priations to thc following associations, 
southern Wisconsin, dairymen and 
chccsemakcrs. Wisconsin checscmak- 
crs, central Wisconsin cheesemakcrs, 
buttermakers and dairymen 'advance- 
ment association. Thc bill was passed 
16 to 10, after strenuous debate. 


Following out its "economic" pro- 


gram the senate voted against concur- 
rence with Assemblyman A. J. Mil- 
ler's bill which would have raised thc 
salaries of jurors from $J to $5 a day. 


The senate passed a joint resolution 


petitioning congress to raise the Im- 
port duty on cream as "had been 
done in thc case o£ butter and which 
has protected Wisconsin dairymen."

until Roosevelt began taking his vaca- 
tions at his home in New York, it was 
the more common 
pract'.^j for 
the 


President to remain in Washington. 
The White House, which is in the 
heart of,the hottest part of the city, 
and before the days of paved streets 
was often enveloped in clouds of hot. 
dry dust, so many of the presidents 
left the city and lived in the outlying 
sections of the city. 


President Buchanan, in the summer 


of 1807. left the mansion'on Pennsyl- 
vania-avc and went to a cottajre at the 
Soldier's home, about four miles away 
on a wooded rise of ground. He .ustd 
(his retreat yearly while he was in of- 
fice and hit, successor, Lincoln, went 
there each year. 


President Lincoln maintained his of- 


fice at the White House, however, and 
lodo back and forth, often on horse- 
back, twice daily. Walt Whitman me- 
morialized these daily rides in a de- 
j-ciiption drawn as he watched the 
President going by his window. 


From that time the little cottage 


\\as known as "Lincoln Cottage" and 
•was used at various intervals by John- 
son, Grant, Hayes, Garfleld and Ar- 
thur. These, however, did not leave the 
White House for the entire summer 
every year and some years did not 
leave at all. 


During President Cleveland's first 


term ho did not leave Washington for 
a vacation. 
He -was married at this 


time and took his bride to Cleveland 
Park, • now a residential 
section r.r 


Washington about three miles from 
the White House, for the summer. In 
his second administration, the biim-i 
mers of 1S93 and 1894 were ipent in a 
house called Gray Gables at Buzzard's 
Bal, Mass,, where he spent much time 
in hunting-. In 189.'. he went to Marion. 


. Mass, .a quiet little town, where l.is 
daughter was 
born, and whom he 


named after'the town. His last sum- 
mer as President also yas spent in 
Buzzard's Bay. 


McKinley did not take a full vaca- 


tion, but made numerous short trips 
during his administration. 


Roosevelt 
enjoyed nothing 
more 


than for the work of his office to slack 
up so ho could take his family and go 
to his home. Sagamore Hill, at Oyster 
Bay .New York. 


Hero he lived in the simplest man- 


ner, playing with his Vmys most of 
the morning and attending to neces- 
sary official duties in the early hours 
of the afternoon -with the reception, 
informally, of visitors following. Saga- 
more Hill, named after the - Indian 
chief who sold the site for a song, 
was not an elaborate house but it 
was a real home. It is said-that the 
dinner bell was one once worn by a 
cow. 


Taft, a great traveller, had other 


ideas of vacations. His ideal would 
be a trip to Panama or a comprehen- 
sive tour of the west. However, most 
of his summers were spent in Stateson 
Cottage at Beverly, Mass., a sleepy 
little New England town, where he 
established the executive offices. These 
offices weie the best to be-found in 
the town, but since there were no ele- 
vators, the President, then noted for 
his weight, was obliged to walk up. 
Since leaving: the White House, Mr. 
Taft lias spent most of summers in 
2^ew England and last year went to 
Canada. 
President XVilson, in the first three 


years ho wua In office, made short vis 
Us to Harklekenden House at Cornish 
X. H. Cornish had a fiiuno before the 
President visited there, but then. UH 
now, the nama was n mere title. There 
to no such town, no poslofllce, noth 
Ing but n small scattered group of 
farmhouses. This was chosen by the 
President for Its tjuIetncKS and slmpll 
city. It was at JIarJekcnU.cn House 
that ho met Mrs. GaJt who later be 
camo his wife. Mrs. Gall was a guest 
of Miss 'Margaret Wilson.

J., for the summer 
Shadow Lawn was a large estate not 
ed for Its century-old boxwood among 
other things.

dars were burned over. The loss to 
the house and furnishings was re 
ported at more than $1.000,000. 


In 1917 the rush of the World war 


kept Mr. Wilson close to Washington 
and his vacation, if it may be called 
that, consisted of a. few weekends. The 
following year, likewise, was a bus* 
one and it was not until rather late 
in the season that he was able to ge 
away and visit a few weeks at the 
.summer home of Col. E. M. House in 
Manchester, Mass. 


Calvin Coolidge in 1923 went to his 


father's farm at Plymouth. Mass., as 
vice-president and while there took 
the oath of office by the light of an 
oil lamp and returned a few days later 
as president. His 1924 vacation was, 
spent there and in 1923 he moved the 
entire White House establishment to 
White Court, Swampscott, Mass. Anc

•i'aul Smith's, N. Y., in the heart of 
the Adirondacks was the scene of his 
outing. Here he spent much time in 
fishing and tramping the woods.

INVASION OF PEST 


ALREADY IS BEYOND 


ILLINOISBODNDARY 


Eight Different Types of Par- 


asites Imported to Destroy 
Enemy Insect 


Washington—Corn belt farmers arc 


•warily plowing their fields and plant- 
ing seed for a new crop that they fear 


invite the progress of their most 


dreaded enemy—the European corn 
borer. 


This year witnesses the greatest 


concentration of money and effort to 
check this pest in Us advance into 
the heart of the corn belt. To the $10,- 
000.000 fund. just appropriated by 
Congress, the states affected are ad- 
ding more millions for its eradication. 


Federal and state entomologists are 


trying new means to fight the borer. 
They, have Imported eight different 
types of parasites known to be hostile 
to the corn borer, and are depending 
especially on one insect that has al- 
ready killed off as high as 8 per cent 
of the borers in some areas. 


Guards arc stationed at the boun- 


daries of infected areas, on all high- 
ways, preventing the exportation of 
all corn into fields as yet untouched. 


Scientists in their laboratories, and 


on the fields, are still seeking further 
means to prevent the rapid spread of 
this pest. 


COVERS I.AKGER AREA 


But this great struggle as yet seems 


lo be in favor of the enemy. In less 
than ten years it has spread its de- 
struction from a rd'thcr small district 
in Massachusetts and 
one in 
New 


York to the entire area around Lake 
Erie, on southward into "\Vcst Virginia 
and westward past the Illinois border. 
It is advancing along a 630-mile front, 
over a territory well past 50,000 square 
miles in extent. 


Almost the entire province of On- 


taro lias succumbed to the pest, and 
surrounding provinces where corn is 
grown are threatened. 


In the United States the corn borer 


has eaten its way well through New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio. Michigan 
and Indiana and into Illinois and "\Vest 
Virginia. Massachusetts, Xew Hamp- 
shire, Maine and Rhode Island are al- 
so deeply infested, but the insect's ad- 
vance there is in no proportion with 
its rapidity in the middle \\est. 


The corn borer is traveling by land, 


•water and air into the uninfested re- 
gions, so that no matter what precau- 
tions are taken by government offi- 
cials and farmers it is practically im- 
possible to check it completely. Use of 
parasites and education of the farm- 
ers in the proper method of corn stalk 
disposal and other precautions will, it 
is hoped, slow up the borer's progress. 


Last year the borer passed to the 


south of the great Ohio water-shed, 
affording it quick, and easy transpor- 
tation by water to the south. 
The 


great spring floods, it is feared, have 
hastened Us advance in that direction. 


FEEDS OX OTHER CROPS 


By land the insect has crept from 


field to field, and by air the matured 
moth has flown considerable distances 
into virgin territory. 


Corn isn't its only fodder. In fact, 


entomologists say it will eat as many 
as 200 different crops of economic 
value, including 
cotton and 
sugar 


cane. 


The seriousness of this menace may 


be realized from the fact that as many 
as a million borers in the dangerous 
caterpillar stage may be present in 
an acre of land. In this stage the in- 
sect bores it way upward through the 
stalk and into the ear, ruining the 
plant. It remains in the stubble over 
the winter and goes into the growing 
plants in spring and summer. 


To control its advance, the 
corn 


must be planted as late as possible In 


^, earlier maturing varieties with heavy 


stalks. 


Good soil management, rotation of 


crops and efficient practices must be 
sdoptcd. Plowing must be clean ar-d 
deep, and at harvest time the stalks 
must be cut close to the ground and 
burned up.

HOG DISEASES AND 


TREE SPRAY RINGS 
DISCUSSED AT MEET 


Methods of Eliminating Para- 


sites from Litters Described 
at New Franken

New Franken — Fifty persons at- 


tended an apple tree spraying and hog 
disease meeting of farmers here Wed- 
nesday evening, conducted by 
.T. X. 


Kavanaugh. agricultural ;igcnt of 
Brown-co, and IT. J. Brandt, extension 
man of the department of animal hus- 
bandry, agricultural college. Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 
Mr. Kavanaugh 


talked the formation of bpray lings 
and the equipment of the spray rings 
in the town of Morrison and at Pula- 
fcki and finished with a discussion of 
ton litters. He mentoincd the fact the 
state ton litter conte.st last was won 
by Mr. SpecrKchneider. near this vil- 
lage and that he looked for several 
entries in the state for litter contest 
this 
season 
fioin 
Brown-co. 
Mr. 


Brandt talked on ringworms and heir 
prevention in pigs and illustrated his 
talk with mo\ie pictures. 


According to Mr. Brandt the eggs 


of the roundworm are preserved in 
the filth of hog pens, hog wallows, 
and hog pastures. The little pigs get 
tho eggs from the dirt on its moth- 
er's body soon after farrowing time 
or from rooting in the pen, yard or 
pasture. 
The 
worms glow rapidly 


from miscropic size to twelve inches 
in length. From the mouth of. the in- 
fected pig. the egg or worm passes 
part way through the digestive tract 
of the pig and enters the circulatory 
system from the diges>tivc tract. It is 
carried by the blood to the liver, heart 
and lungs. When it reaches the lat- 
ter organs it causes a sort of pump- 
ing of the body of the pig known as 
"thumps." From the lungs, the pest 
passes through the windpipe to back 
again to the mouth. From the mouth, 
it again starts through the digestive 
tract where it grows to twelve inches 
in length, devours the feed of the pig, 
produces eggs by the millions which 
are expelled froi.i the body of the hog 
and serve to infect small pigs in the 
pastures and yards. 
On dissection 


some, of the worst cabes of infected 
hogs contain struggling masses of 
round worms. The effect of the past, 
is to injure, stunt or Kill the hog in- 
fected. 


CURE IS LABORIOUS 


A cure is possible, but it involves 


individual treatment and is, therefore, 
laborious and expensive. For these 
reasons prevention is consideicd by 
hog breeder better than cure. 


Tho prevention roundworm 
infec- 


tion involves a general cleaning up of 
hog lots and pens. 
The fano\\mg 


pens are thoroughly scrubbed with 
boiling water and lye. The hot water 
kills the germs and the lye loosens 
up the filth so that it can be removed. 
Before the sow farrows or is placed in

Events in China are gradually having 


the effect of shaping a definite policy by 
the powers. A note protesting against 
the 
anti-foreign rioting at 
Nanking, 


which is equivalent to an ultimatum, has 
been handed to the Cantonese govern- 
ment by the representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, France. Italy and 
Japan. Apology for the killing of foreign- 
ers and destruction of property is de- 
manded, together with 
satisfaction in 


damages and guarantees of protection in 
the future. It is significant that the Unit- 
ed States has united with the other pow- 
ers in this course. 
Our pacifists 
will 


whimper and our radicals yell, but it is a 
step that is more than justified by the cir- 
cumstances and the situation. The United 
States is cooperating with Japan and 
European nations solely for the protec- 
tion of the lives of foreigners and their 
legitimate rights. It has no thought of en- 
gaging in war with China, nor of associ- 
ating itself with the powers to preserve 
concessions, unilateral treaties, extra- 
territoriality or anything offensive to the 
Chinese, all of which the president has 
made clear. 
It would like to get 


its nationals

til they are out it insists upon giv-

-;the concert of the other powers may go is 
their affair. It is conceivable that one 
step may lead to another,-and that they 
•might become involved in a serious mili- 
tary collision with China. 


• The government at Washington 
has 


kept a level head throughout the Far. 
Eastern crisis, and it shows no signs of 
losing its'head. It is doing what any 


• self-respecting government should and 
must do. It has no prejudices and no ul- 
terior motives toward the Chinese. 
It 


wishes them success in setting up a free 
and responsible government and in shak- 
•ing loose the oppression of foreign domi- 
nation. .Its course is clear and above- 
board, and it is certain to have the *ap- 
proval of the American people, who will 
also support its efforts to save the lives 
of Americans and to hold the Chinese to 
Strict accountability for their destruction. 


The real menace in the orient is Russia. 


It has laid the ground for armed inter- 
vention in China by its break with the 
northern government at Peking. 
Un- 


doubtedly it is the real provocateur. The 
closing of its embassy at Peking should 
occasion no remorse to Chang Tso-lin and 
no real discomfiture to the powers.

merely means the shutting off of 
one 


more avenue of hostile propaganda. It 
may be that the soviet is put in the posi- 
tion of having to call a hand it does not 
dare to call.

While Can- 
ada will benefit from the waterway, the 
major benefits accrue to the United States 
and the principal demand for the connect- 
ing of the Great lakes with the Atlantic 
comes from the United States. Canada 
may therefore consistently ask for com- 
mercial concessions, and it is to be hoped 
she will do so for the promotion of better 
relations all around and the economic 
good of both countries. 


A CRIME CONVENTION 


President Cooiidge and Attorney Gen- 


eral Sargent are considering the advisa- 
bility of calling" a national crime confer- 
ence in the near future. The exact nature 
of the questions which the conference 
would consider and the agencies and or- 
ganizations to be invited have not as yet 
been deliberated, since the project is but 
in the formative stage. The proposal for 
such a convention recalls the activity 
during the 1925 convention of the Amer- 
ican Prison association, at which a com- 
mittee was appointed to see what could 
be done to bring together all national or- 
ganizations in any way related to the 
study of crime and criminals.

As far as the activity of the mind is concerned. 


Physiology does not find that mental effort involves 
any considerable use or expenditure of energy and 
so an individual eains little or nothing by "losing 
consciousness when he is restins after a hard effort. 
For this reason the brain worker reaulrcs less sleep 
than the man who works with his muscles. less rest, 
for he has less recuperating or repairing to do. 


There 
is 
diminished flow of blood through the 


brain during sleep. Thc blood flow through the 
brain is normally regulated indirectly by the circu- 
lation in other parts of the body. If you find your- 
self "dopy" you probably need some general exer- 
cise to clear your head. Hill, the famous British 
physiologist, believes that the regulation of the 
blood flow in the brain is effected indirectly through 
the vasomotor control of the great splachnic area 
in 
the abdomen and chest. Ho well, the eminent 


American physiologist, believes the regulation of the 
blood flow in the brain, at least for the normal oc- 
currence of sleep, is effected mainly through varia- 
tions in thc skin circulation. Professor Hill would 
probably advise you to sleep on a comfortably full 
stomach. Professor Howell would probably advise 
you to use a foot warmer. I think both of these 
physiologists are risrht and I should advise you to 
take a bedtime lunch of whatever you like within 
reason and if your feet are cold use a hot flatiron 
or an electric pad or your sleeping partner's back.

enon has taught us much about sleep that every one 
should know.

2% drams 
each of bismuth siibnitratc and oil of eucalyptus, 
and two ounces each of petrolatum and lanolin. This 
may be applied-to. thc affected portions of skin at 
night. If there-are not sis (6) ingredients in the 
formula the printer has probably mislaid one of 
them. Once I tried to publish- a recipe for a fool- 
proof cough medicine. It contained three or four 
things, which thc printers kindly Included in tho 
piece, but it called for a point of water, and this 
the printers omitted for lack of space or something.

General Motors makes 
an estimated net profit of $150,000.- 
000. which is IS per cent on Its gross 
sales, and it ranks scco.id in making 
stockholders believe in Santa Claus. 
its dividend disbursements being $70.- 
000.000. 


Just what the MS companies 
do 


with their profit* aside from paying 
dividend* Is not disclosed, but it is lo 
be noted that while- the ten billion- 


dollar businesses united earn net pro- 
fits aggregating 
§840,000,000 
their 


dividend account runs to less than 
§400,000,000. Evidently they 
invest 


some of their profits in umbrellas, as 
against the inevitable rainy day. 


These big corporations, for all their 


prosperity, are rather heavily obligat- 
ed to the money lenders, their total 
funded debt being 
considerably 
in 


excess of $3,000,000,000. The Southern 
Pacific leads in this respect 
with 


$765,000,000 of funded debt and 
the 


New York Central comes next with 
$701,000,000. All of the railroads 
in. 


fact, have large funded debts, while 
three of the industrials — 
Standard 


Oil, 
General Motors, the Ford Com- 


pany — have no funded debts what- 
ever. 


The Ford Company, by the way, 


carries off honors for being the mys- 
tely corporation of the billion dollar 
group. There is no authentic record 
that will show just what it is worth, 
what its net profits are, Or what divi- 
dends it pays. All those items have to 
be estimated. Its total assets arc plac- 
ed a $800,000,000, its market value at 
51,000,000,000,' and its net profits at 
ten per cent of that amount. What di- 
vidends it pays is the big guess, but 
it is known that there are but three 
stockholders in the company, hence 
there is likely to be little bickering as 
to whether net profits should be dis- 
tributed in salaries or dividends or re- 
tained to build up an imposing sur- 
plus such as that of United States 


It is known, also, that the Ford 


Company leads the world in the num- 
ber of automobiles it produces, 
its 


record for last year being 1,448,000 
as against 1,216,000 for General Mo- 
tors. 


General Motors is now branching 


out rather impressively in the manu- 
facture of ice machines or refrigera- 
tors, while Ford is going in for air- 
planes.
